nothing for Smithwick’s three sis­ 


ters to do but spin and sew. 
In 
odd momenta they knit the stock­ 
ings and socks used by the family. 
Pine Unobtainable 
Ordinary necessities «ueh as pins 
were not obtainable in th* early 
days of Texas’ history. 
In lieu 
of pins the long, sharp thorns of 
the mesquite were used 
in 
the 
Smithwick household. 
There were no wheeled vehicles 
whatever, except perhaps an occa­ 
sional ox cart. 
All traveling was 
done on foot or horseback. 
Food consisted of th# wild meat 
brought down by th# guns of v ar­ 
ious member# of the family and 
w hat corn and other vegetables 
could be grown on a small plot 
near th# Smithwick home. 
Such conditions as those faced 
by th# 
Smithwick 
family 
were 
prevalent throughout Texas at that 
time, according to the Santa Anan. 
Th# first school was built in that 
■action of Travis 
county 
when 
Smithwick was quite young. 
It 
wa* a tiny log cabin with a dirt 
floor in which school was held ap ­ 
proximately five months out of the 
year. 
Ne School Taxes 
As there were no 
taxe# 
the 
schoolmaster would be paid Indi­ 
vidually by each family in th# dis­ 
trict. 
If the amount offered was 
satisfactory he would stay, other­ 
wise he would leave In search of a 
more affluent section. The three 
R’s, reading, ’riting, and 'rlthm etic, 
were the main courses of study. 
In 1851 the Smithwick 
family 
left Texas for California, m aking 
the trip in a covered wagon. 
In 
that aam# year they arrived in 
San Diego but 
soon 
afterw ards 
continued on their way to Tulare 
county where they lived for some 
time. 
On* day Ed 
Smithwick 
was 
watching a freight train on its 
way north and ha noticed some 
unusually large hogs. 
H e asked 
where the hogs w ere from and on 
learning th at they had been raised 
In Gospel Swamp (Santa Ana) he 
decided th at he would visit the 
place. 
In 1881 he came to Santa Ana, 
then a part of Los Angeles coun­ 
ty, and taking a prom inent part 
in th* city politics, he played an 
active part in the form ing of O r­ 
ang* county. 
He was made a Justle* of the 
peace in 1903 and held th at posi­ 
tion for a number of years.

wa* under bi* regim e that Santa 
Ana began to attain it* reputation 
as a Gretna Green. 
One of the unusual features of 
Birota P ark owes its origin to Mr.

A lesson dealing w ith the Chris­ 
tian family, and the home ideals 
associated 
with 
the teaching of 
Jesus, brings us to the very heart 
of one of the most acute problems 
In American life today.

only study the statistics of m ar­ 
riage and divorce in the various 
states ta 
discover 
that this 
is 
true. 
The proportion varies from about 
one divorce in ten m arriages In 
the states with the best reoord to 
as serious a situation as one di­ 
vorce to two or three marriages 
In the states with the worst rac­ 
er d. 
' As happens In alfost every simi­ 
lar social situation there are those 
who would seek the cure in en­ 
couraging w hat others would re­ 
gard as a t best a milder form of 
the disease. 
This would seem to 
be involved In the scheme of "com­ 
panionate m arriage’' proposed by 
Judge Lindsey of Denver. Can the 
disease that affects the home and 
that has weakened th# sanctity of 
the marriage relation be cured by 
concession to human weakness or 
by arrangem ents that have tem ­ 
porary ends in view? 
Sense of Obligation 
Can a borne, with all that the 
finest tradition bas im parted to 
that word, 
be 
established 
and 
maintained where there is no deep­ 
er sense of obligation between in­ 
dividuals and in joint relation to 
Society, than is Involved In com­ 
panionate 
marriage 
or 
in 
any 
Scheme that lessens the sanctity or 
weakens the bond of marriage as 
it has attained Its climax in Chris­ 
tian ideals? 
One does not need to take the 
view that mistakes are never made,

la no love of children, no apprecia­ 
tion of the meaning and beauty of 
child life, such as la forever beau­ 
tifully typified in th# attitude of 
the Master, there cannot be the 
conditlona for an ideal home.

EXTRAVAG AN T FUNERALS 
We have often wanted to say something about extravagant 
funerals, but have hesitated to do so because It is a rather tender 
subject w ith m ost people. 
It Is a m atter of sentim ent and a very 
strong sentim ent, a t times. 
But the Advisory Committee on Burial Survey the other day 
at New York, after a tw o-year study of the burial Industry, 
made a report on the basis of which something perhaps might be 
said w ithout offending anybody. 
According to this report, 
funeral 
directors 
are 
somewhat 
guilty because of the expensive m erchandise and elaborate funerals 
which they have cajoled the bereft Into paying for. 
"But culpable as the Industry Is,” says the report, "part of 
the responsibility for Increased costs m ust be laid a t the door of 
the public which by a demand for elaborate funerals has run up 
the cost of a burial.” 
Their study clearly, indicates th at expensive 
funerals entail m ost suffering and are most acute In families of 
limited means -who have minor children to support. 
W hat’s the good of an expensive funeral, anyhow? 
Of course we feel th at nothing Is too good to show our respect 
for the departed and we are not Inclined to be small and econom­ 
ical In doing them honor. 
But surely the dead person does not 
care how much we lavish on his burial. 
Is not expensive display 
at a funeral rath er to please ourselves than to do honor to the 
dead? 
Death Is the universal democracy and when It comes all men 
are equal. 
Building expensive monuments and mausoleums in a 
grave yard is of questionable taste. 
W hy should there be rivalry and display among the dead? 
They surely have gone to some place where such things are not 
appreciated. 
The best thing we can do w ith our property, lf we leave any 
after we are dead, is to care properly for the living, and whatever 
money we leave should be devoted to 
those 
whom 
we 
leave 
behind. 
Curiously enough, the report of this comm ute shows that the 
lowest average burial expense Is am ong the orthodox Jews, while 
the highest is among the Irish. 
And, speaking of localities, the 
cities of the North and E ast are the m ost extravagant, while those 
of the South are lowest.

The committee suggests th at pastors, probate courts, Insur­ 
ance companies1, tru st companies, civic and social welfare agencies 
should aid In keeping down funeral costs and this should be with 
the co-operation of the burial Industry Itself. 
Let us not be parsimonious In doing honor to the dead, but, 
on the other hand, let us not m istake our own vanity for respect 
for the departed.

Thoughts O n Modem Life

FRIENDS OF T H E FORE8T 
The other day I motored through 
ths bleak and barren cutover lands 
of a middle 
western 
state—vast 
stretches of acres th at have been 
denuded of 
their forest grow ths 
and left as ugly rem inders of ths 
short-sightedness of an earlier gen­ 
eration. 
A few evenings later I attended 
conference on commercial 
for­ 
estry, sponsored by the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States, in 
which executives from great lum ­ 
ber companies 
and 
great 
paper 
mills, officials of the state govern­ 
ment, 
scientists 
from 
university 
laboratories, and other representa­ 
tives of public and private 
inter­ 
ests pooled their thought respecting 
these denuded areas. 
The very mention of the forest 
brings back 
many 
memories 
of 
childhood, for It was out of 
the 
womb of the forest th at many of the 
loveliest tales and 
legends 
came 
upon which we fed our spirits In 
nursery days—L ittle Red 
Riding 
Hood, The Three Bears, Babes in 
the Woods, and 
Peter 
Pan—but 
these men were not assembled to 
protect the source of bed-tlm e stor­ 
ies. 
They had come together because 
they wanted to bring conservation 
out of the stage of conversation. 
Out of the discussion I 
thought 
I saw a fair agreement on a few 
things th at m ust m ark an effective 
conservation program in any state. 
First, a public mind th at la con­ 
servation-conscious. 
Unless the people generally in a 
state feel the fundam ental im port­ 
ance of conservation, It will become 
but a pretty pastime of planting a 


few trees along avenues, setting *P 
protected hunting 
preserves 
for 
sportsmen, and providing a few Jobs 
for professional officials. 
Second, publio 
forests—national, 
state and municipal. 
Two hundred years of experience 
have taught the continent of E ur­ 
ope that publio forests are paying 
ventures. I have visited sm all cit­ 
ies on the Continent th at have paid 
no local taxes for years because the 
revenue from the city forest has 
footed the billa 
Third, 
cooperation 
of public 
agencies with private owners to the 
end of making the planting forest 
trees economically practicable. 
This Involves a t least two things, 
v ia: 
(1) Adequate fire-protection. P ri­ 
vate owners of tim ber lands simply 
will not risk the vast investm ents 
Involved In reforestation 
lf 
their 
Investments m ust be a t the mercy^>f 
every casual m atch or cigarette. 
(2) Intelligent and equitable tax­ 
ation of forest lands In their grow­ 
ing period. If we made farm lands 
pay taxes every three weeks while 
farm crops were growing, farm ers 
would not plant farm crops. Taxa­ 
tion of forest crops m ust take into 
account the long period when for­ 
est crops are 
growing 
and 
not 
bringing In profit 
Fourth, constant and comprehen­ 
sive Information service from state 
supported laboratories 
to 
private 
owners of forest lands. 
Fifth, som® measure of public 
regulation of privately owned for­ 
est lands to insure their continuing 
productivity.

Both players depend upon their inner feelings 
rather than upon artificial make-up for their char­ 
acterizations. 
True, they use make-up but it 
isn’t the grease-paint that registers— it is the liv­ 
ing creature behind it. 
Jannings probably is the 
better actor of the two, by reason of his years of 
experience if nothing else. 
M iss Horn’s first big movie role was with Jan ­ 
nings in “ Faust,” the picture that some critics 
thought she stole from her able fellow country­ 
man.

Duke Cyril, thousands 
ousted monarchists swear allegiance.

E R H A PS the least known of all the 
amazing and topsy-turvy developments 
in the Russian Revolution has been the 
fate of the former upper classes. 
Vaguely it is known that approxi­ 
mately two million have fled or been driven out 
of the country. 
They left in two great tidal 
waves, one following the Denekin catastrophe, 
the other after the Wrangel debacle in the Cri­ 
mea. 
These representatives of a past splendor 
remind one of the old Russian revolutionists who 
were also driven from their native soil. 
There 
is this difference, however: the revolutionists were 
eventually to come back to a revolutionary Rus­ 
sia; the monarchists will end their days dream­ 
ing of the return of a kingdom of the tsar. 
This monarchic band constitutes a scattered 
remnant of tsardom who are now like men with­ 
out a country. 
They claim citizenship in no 
existing government, although the monarchists 
swear allegiance either to Cyril or the Grand 
Duke 
Nikolai 
Nikoliavitch, 
usually 
called 
Nicholas. 
Because the tsar*s passports are no longer 
valid, the League of Nations Anally issued 
documents which the one-time nobles still often 
use in moving from country to country. 
Today 
France shelters half a million, Poland 100,000, 
Giermany and Jugo-Slavia each 75,000. 
Nearly 
100,000 are in the Baltic states and 91,000 
have found their way into China and Japan. 
Tragic indeed have been the adventures of some 
of these “loyalists.” 
On the other hand some of the Russians saw 
the handwriting on the wall before the Revolu­ 
tion, transferred credits, and now live in royal 
ease at Deauville, Nice, Baden Baden, and 
other fashionable resorts. 
Most of the Russians in the leading capitals 
of Europe nave formed strong national colonies. 
They have 
their own 
Russian 
newspapers, 
schools, restaurants, theaters, and concert halls, 
the last two enriched by Russian artists who are 
glad to give their services for almost nothing. 
The majority have had to get positions as best 
they can. 
The women act as governesses and 
nursemaids. 
They are frequently in demand be­ 
cause of their excellent linguistic abilities. Some 
of the men have become skilful in shady financial 
transactions. 
Wrangel still maintains an army 
in Jugo-Slavia ready for the march on Moscow 
when the hour strikes. 
A 


B O U T a year ago a Russian national con­ 
gress of emigrees was held in Paris with 
457 elected delegates. 
It is a common 
saying in Russia that “wherever two Russians 
are gathered together there are three opinions.” 
TTiis congress was no exception. 
About the 
only agreement was that if they ever came back 
to Russia they would not attempt to take back 
the land. 
In addition, the following resolution 
was passed: 
“ Our enemies frighten you by telling you that 
an overthrow of the present Communist rule will 
bring back the outlived old regime. 
Do not 
believe them. 
W e desire only what you de- 
•t 
•ire. 
By this clever phrase they tried to appeal to 
every dissatisfied peasant and worker in Rus­ 
sia, no matter what his teal desires. 
But the 
Russian masses have not accepted the lure. 
The congress did sense in a vague way that 
the tsar had gone forever. 
This shows progress. 
Even as late as 1922 the majority still hoped to 
get back their land and re-establish the autocracy. 
Within Russia the emigrees are called a 
“ mertvoy dyelo,” a dead business, and the emi-

greet are 
dead ones. 
It is indisputably true that many of the nobles 
in the tsar’s regime were so utterly indifferent 
to the sufferings of the workers and peasants 
that there is a certain amount of grim justice in 
the reversal of the wheel of fortune. 
Today 
numbers of the nobility themselves confess that 
they never realized what a peasant must have 
had to bear in the old days until they themselves 
were in a similar position. 
“Now we under­ 


stand why a peasant in need of 
food would steal,” they say: 
“we are quite ready to do the 
same thing ourselves.” 
To understand the tragedy 
of these groups one must catch 
a glimpse of how they lived 
under the tsar. 
I well remem­ 
ber the brilliant fetes of the 
aristocracy in 
Russia 
under 
the czarist regime. 
During the 
World W ar thousands of dol­ 
lars were spent on fine decora­ 
tions and amusement. 
Even such a brilliant moral 
leader as Count Tolstoi lived 
in magnificent and royal splen­ 
dor compared with the peas­ 
antry.

They 
are still plotting and 
working for the day when Bolshevism will be a 
thing of the past. 
Approximately three million others have ap­ 
parently finally decided that the Soviet is here to 
stay and with regret and resignation have ac­ 
cepted the changed conditions, and are now serv­ 
ing as managers and administrators in civil and 
official positions. 
Some of them are teaching. 
Some are man­ 
aging the very plants which they once owned 
Probably half a million have died during the 
course of the war and the revolution. 
Undoubtedly those who are most happy are

the ones who have 
accepted the Soviet 
government, and are 
trying to work under 
it. I ran across them 
everywhere. They are working in the Soviet gov­ 
ernment in its various People’s Commissariats. 
One finds them in the Department of Education. 
These people are doing their best to contribute 
something to the new Russia, and to adjust their 
minds to the new ideology. 
They are classed as intellectuals in Russia, and 
since die Russian government is organized for the 
toilers their position is rather difficult 
Still, in­ 
sofar as they are serving the government, they 
are decidedly better off than those who are hos­ 
tile to the Soviets. 
Take the situation of a Mrs. X ., a woman of

culture and charm. 
She has a 
small position in a museum as a 
care-taker. 
H er 
apartment 
of 
three rooms and a kitchen is over­ 
crowded with what she has sal­ 
vaged from the past. 
In order to make 
both ends meet, she has to rent out one 
room to transients. 
In the second room her daughter and the wife 
of a former Bolshevik commissar live. 
In the 
third room a widowed school teacher ekes out 
her bare existence, and in the kitchen sleeps the 
old family maid, who has been with them for 25 
years. 
The maid manages to get a reasonable 
subsistence by furnishing meals to the others and 
charging them so much a month for her services. 
This congestion is typical of housing difficulties 
in Moscow, and to some extent in other cities in 
Russia. 
Very frequently, in order to secure 
more privacy, the room will be divided into two 
or three parts by board partitions or by curtains. 
Yet this woman is working for the Soviet govern­ 
ment, and could not be said to be really hostile 
to it. 
T 


\K E the situation of a widow of one of the 
former prominent generals. 
She has one 
room which she shares with a friend, the 
daughter of a former noble. 
They live in con­ 
stant fear of arrest, and are afraid of seeing for­ 
eigners. 
In spite of this I saw them several times, 
and it was always most depressing. 
They would retail all the latest gossip and 
slander— about “ Princess X having been arrest­ 
ed the previous day " and “so many hundred 
people having been executed.” 
But I was aston­ 
ished to find that when the children came into 
the room conversation ceased. 
They were actu­ 
ally afraid that the children would report their 
words to the G. P . U . (the Bolshevik secret 
service). 
The children have become impregnated with 
communistic ideas. 
Consequently the mother is 
afraid to express her own ideas, though the chil­ 
dren must know her attitude. 
I found that this alienation of the children 
seems to be 
quite general, although here and 
there former 
monarchists have been able "to 
snatch a few brands from the burning. ' 
For 
every small group of children who are hostile to 
the Bolsheviks, there are others who have al­ 
ready forgotten any other existence than that of 
the revolution. 
The younger generation in gen­ 
eral rather sympathizes with the attempt to create 
an economic equality. 
The last time I visited this home they had just 
been celebrating the wedding of members of two 
of the noblest families in Russia. 
I was amazed 
to find that the bridegroom was acting as chauf­ 
feur in one of the commissariats, and the girl had 
been a stenographer. 
The parents were very 
bitter over the impossibility of securing any higher 


positions for the children. 
The actual economic 
place of life in this noble family was somewhat 
on a par with that of an ordinary workman in 
the United States. 
T 


H E former intellectual in Russia has adjust­ 
ed himself a little better to the changed con­ 
ditions. 
I ran across one who was making 
a very fair income of approximately $400 a 
month by the simple device of translating articles 
from American periodicals. 
One of his friends sent him $10 worth of 
periodicals from the United States every month. 
Because these were bought on the news-stands 
they were received in Russia prior to their sales 
at the Russian book stores. 
Thus, he was able 
to translate articles and sell them to Russian peri­ 
odicals. 
H e was supporting I I intellectuals. 
A prominent engineer, formerly worth over a 
million, is now glad to accept a subordinate posi­ 
tion in a great electrical power plant now in the 
building. 
H e works 12 hours a day. and lives 
in one room on a salary of less than $112 a 
month. 
W hen I asked him why he worked so 
hard, he said, “ It’s fun to be back in the harness 
after enforced idleness.” 
A prominent lawyer who held a position of 
extreme importance in the old days and whose 
name would be known even in America, is now 
getting an income of over $600 a month. 
This 
man actually helped to fight the Bolsheviks for a 
time. 
Now he handles criminal cases and also 
work for foreign concessionaires. 
T 


h e r e are intellectuals who have trouble 
with the Soviet government. 
I met many of 
them in the prisons. 
•''or example, there 
are two bright girls who speak English perfectly. 
They are confined in the jail in Tiflis. 
They 
claim their only offense has been too close contact 
with foreigners. 
They had been working with 
the American Near East Relief. 
So far they 
have not been brought to trial. 
Countless such instances could be cited. The 
Soviet being a class institution, administers class 
justice, and the result is often injustice to intel­ 
lectuals and former aristocrats who will not play 
the Soviet game. 
So little by little the intellectuals who have 
remained in Russia have found a place. 
Some 
there are, and a growing number, who rejoice 
in the revolution. 
One told me he was glad the 
Bolsheviks were trying their experiment rn ap­ 
plied socialism because whatever suffering en­ 
sued. at least it proved Russia had real heroism. 
Revolutions are always cruel, brutal, and un­ 
just to some group. 
There is no truer motto rn 
all Russia than the one the Communists have 
placed over the city hall in Moscow: “ Revolts- 
tion, like a tornado, sweeps everything aside 
which stands in its way." 
No one knows better than the former ruling 
classes this bitter truth.

B rainard Is one of the big women 
In the radio industry, and though 
young, she is one of the pioneers. 
She has been m ade program di­ 
re c to r’of th e N ational B roadcast­ 
ing com pany because of her p a r­ 
ticular ability to add the garnishes 
and the trim m ings as well as the 
staple articles of radio fare. 
Checks Programs et Home 
She thinks nothing of spending 
two m onths on a particular pro­ 
gram , planning and shaping It u n ­ 
til it finally reaches ber standard 
of excellence. 
B ut she never really knows a 
program 
"goes 
over” 
until 
she 
hears it in her own home. 
"I have a radio in alm ost every 
room at hom e,” she told me, “and 
there’s usually one going m ost of 
the tim e I am a t home. 
At the 
studio, w here everything Is favor­ 
able, and everyone Is listening in­ 
tently to a program , one hears it 
under the best conditions. 
“B ut a t home I can detect It# 
real value and its flaws. 
A pro­ 
gram should not require too close 
attention. 
It should be able, how ­ 
ever, to carry over the ordinary 
routine of hom e life. 
"If a program holds the a tte n ­ 
tion while the housew ife is frying 
steak or w ashing the dishes, it is 
successful. If it requires too much 
concentration it is apt to be tiring.” 
Miss B rainard attrib u tes her suc­ 
cess to good hard w ork—and to a 
g reat and absorbing interest in her 
job. 
T he first tim e she ever heard 
a radio, which w as some six years 
ago, she decided th a t she had found 
her life w ork rig h t then and there. 
The very next day she w ent to 
WJZ station in N ew ark and a t ­ 
tem pted to talk business—only to 
find th at she couldn't crash the 
gates w ithout a letter of introduc­ 
tion. 
She soon attended to th at 
and made an appointm ent to visit 
the studio. 
Then she resolved to 
become a m em ber of i t 
Puts Originality in Radio 
She began studying radio p ro ­ 
gram*. which a t th a t tim e were 
m uch less varied than today. 
At 
th at tim e people w ere Interested 
m ainly in the novelty of the radio, 
and she decided

program s. 
F or a tim e she broadcast w eek­ 
ly th eatrical review s. 
"This was really the thrill of my 
life," she recalls. 
“T he real fun 
of radio is getting out in front of 
th* mike. 
E xecutive jobs are very 
fine, but you can t get aw ay from 
th e 
satisfaction 
of 
real 
contact 
w ith the listeners.” 
She becam e so proficient in pro­ 
gram planning th a t W J Z estab lish ­ 
ed an office in N ew Y ork C ity to 
handle th e booking of perform ers, 
and M iss B rainard w as placed in 
charge. 
She 
continued 
to 
w ork 
out program s and to figure out 
new type# of entertainm ent. 
W hen the N ational B roadcasting 
com pany took over the station she 
w as m ade m anager of W JZ. 
H er 
latest position w as th a t of program 
supervisor of th e com pany’s two 
“key” statio n s in N ew York. 
“It’s such fun to cook up things 
for the air,” she concluded, "that 
I doubt lf I ever could become p a r­ 
ticularly efficient in the kitchen."

Rosa. ‘‘The tim e a fte r harvesting 
during w hich these buds will not 
sprout, or do so very slowly, Is 
called 
th e dorm ant period. 
The 
causes of the Inception of this con­ 
dition are unknow n. 
“Know ledge 
of

conditions 
causing dorm ancy, and of m ethods 
for shortening o r breaking the d o r­ 
m ant period a re of practical value. 
The grow ing season in C alifornia 
and in the southern sta tes Is long 
enough to produce tw o crops of 
potatoes y e a rly , 
To do this econ­ 
om ically, 
it is necessary to 
use 
tubers produced by the early or 
spring crop, as seed for the late or 
fall crop.

Caused by a blood p arasite sim ­ 
ilar to th a t carried by th e T exas 
fever tick, anaplasm osis w eakens 
infected 
cattle, 
seriously 
im pairs 
the m ilk production of dairy herds, 
and has a 40 to 60 per cent m o r­ 
tality. 
T he disease first appeared 
in 
K ansas, 
then 
C alifornia, 
and 
last y ear in Oklahom a, L ouisiana 
and Florida. 
R ecent rep o rts show 
it h a s entered N evada. 
A naplasm osis differs from T exas 
fever in th a t it causes jaundice 
and tem p eratu re rises m uch later. 
T he p arasite show s a s a red dot 
on the edge of blood cells. 
Spe­ 
cialists say th e disease probably 
is very serious.

ru ary , num bered 155,466, co n tain ­ 
ing m ore th an tw o m illion cattle. 
D uring F ebruary, 1928, 741,766 c a t­ 
tle w ere tested and nearly 18,000 
reacted 
and w ere condem ned as 
tuberculous. 
A s the resu lt of system atic te s t­ 
ing, bovine tuberculosis 
in

U nited S tates is gradually being 
reduced, the dep artm en t states.

I E N V E N U T O C E L L IN I was a scoundrel living in a glamour of genius.

W ith tho district court of appeals 
of San Francisco 
sustaining 
an 
opinion of tho Los Angeles superior 
court, In which the Los 
Angeled 
jurist ruled th at a pedestrian had 
the right to sta rt across a street 
Intersection a t the first bell on inter* 
sections where traffic is controlled 
by autom atic signals, motorists to­ 
day had another burden added 
to 
the load they already are carrying 
in the m atter of responsibility for 
accidents. 
The Los Angeles court awarded 
Robert 
Lang a 
$2700 
judgment 
against the McKinney Blue P rint 
company, of Los Angeles, as a re­ 
sult of Lang being struck by a 
motorcycle belonging to the firm. 
An appeal was taken, the defendant 
company alleging that 
Lang 
had 
been negligent in not waiting for the 
second traffic bell. 
I do not know the circumstances 
of the accident sufficiently to dis­ 
cuss the subject of this particular 
opinion intelligently. However, on 
the theory th at the opinion legally 
establishes the right of a pedestrian 
to cross a street at the first sound 
of the gong, I feel th at a bad pre­ 
cedent has been established. I have 
always accepted the period between 
the first and second bell as time al­ 
lowed motorists in the intersection 
to continue across the street, and I 
believe that is the general accept­ 
ance of the meaning of the interval. 
While there has been no legal in- 
terperation of the meaning of the 
period between gongs, custom has 
more or less established it as a time 
for clearing automobiles from the 
intersection. W ith the legal right of 
the pedestrian to start across at the 
first bell and custom 
establishing 
the right of automobiles to 
clear 
the corner, there is certain to be 
more or less confusion among m ot­ 
orists as well as pedestrians. W ith 
the legal right established for pe­ 
destrians, it becomes the duty of 
motorists 
to 
protect 
themselves 
against possible injury to walkers 
crossing a t the tim e the m otorist is 
clearing the intersection after the 
first bell. 
Unless there 
were 
extenuating 
circumstances in the instance of the 
accident which resulted in the suit 
and Judgment, the opinion should 
have been the reverse. Certainly 
m otorists should have the right of 
way a t the 
intersections, 
for a t 
times it is utterly impossible for a 
driver to stop his car lf he is on 
the dead line a t the instant of the 
sounding of the first bell. H e has 
the “Juggernaut” th at may injure a 
footman and he should have the 
protection of the pause between sig­ 
ns lh. 
In most cities, the motorists are 
urged to 
fast 
speed 
in 
driving 
through controlled intersections, and 
a person driving a t a high rate of 
speed cannot always stop hts car in 
time to prevent hitting a human 
when the hum an bobs suddenly in 
the path of his machine—and it is 
Just this situation that is made pos­ 
sible by the ruling of the courts. 
And while I am 
discussing the 
subject, I might take this opportun­ 
ity to comment on the 
fact 
that 
Santa Ana m otorists 
are 
mighty 
slow in “getting aw ay” when driv­ 
ing controlled 
Intersections 
here. 
Sometime the lead ear is so slow 
in moving out when the “go” signal 
is given th a t only three or four care 
get through during the interval it 
is permissible to travel w ith 
the 
signal. The first ben should bo no­ 
tice to get ready, and the driver 
should be ready to move his oar the 
instant the second signal flashes. 
Starting in second gear is the quick 
way to get under motion, and ob­ 
servation in traffic in large cities 
will reveal the fact th at tw o-thirds 
of the drivers use second entirely 
when stopping for control signals. 
By such driving the capacity of 
the intersection Is increased, and—

th* eomparabl* figur* for last year, 
which reflected a 9 per cent re­ 
duction from th* 1926 comparable 
figure, as shown by official build­ 
ing department statistics tabulated 
in th* national monthly building 
survey of 8. W. Straus and com­ 
pany. 
There were 34,70t permits issued 
for new buildings to cost $104,727,- 
723, in these cities during the quar- 
ter-year just closed, as compared 
with 87,600 permits for (118,867,250 
in new buildings in 1927, $188,000,- 
000 in 1926, $186,000,000 in 1925, and 
(189,000000 in 1924. 
Los Angeles issued 8,792 per­ 
mits for new buildings to cost (25,- 
169,861, during th* first quarter 
of this year.
